SUBJECT : Request of the Washington Chapter of the 

National Security Industrial Association to 
hold a session at Headquarters with presenta- 
tion by an Agency Official 

^ • NSIA's proposal is attached and is self-explanatory. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick, the Program Chairman, remembers being a member 
of a group from the American Institute of Aeronautics and 
Astronautics which was entertained at Headquarters in the way 
he proposes for his NSIA group— an evening session, a buffet 
supper, some kind of tour, and a presentation from an Agency 
speaker. We have informed Mr. Fitzpatrick that our facilities 
do not permit anything nearly so extensive, but that we would 
entertain a request for a weekday session here at headquarters 
with an Agency speaker. We indicated it was unlikely that we 
could provide lunch, but in the event we could, that it would 
be at their expense. Mr. Fitzpatrick was quickly agreeable, 
saying his group was very flexible and would appreciate whatever 
the Agency could provide. He indicated he would expect some 
200 members and wives to attend, and was anxious that somethinq 
be arranged. 

2. We recormiend serious consideration be given this 
request,, and-would-hope -that at least the group could be invited 
to the auditorium to hear an appropriate senior agency official 
preferably the ADDCI , the DDS&T or the ADDA. We believe we should 
also give some consideration to arranging lunch, possibly in the 
Rendezvous Room. 


3. The Washington Chapter of NSIA would be an excellent 
forum in which to tell the Agency side of its relationship with 
the industrial world. Attendees would include some of the most 
important and influential people from Washington and the area. 
It seems to us that the Agency could only benefit from this 
contact which would be entirely consistent with our Outreach 
program. > 
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4. We have told Mr. Fitzpatrick that we could not promise 
anything but that we would give him an early indication of our 
reaction to his request. This is so that in the event we cannot 
accommodate the group, he will have time to make other arrangements, 
If you agree in principal to receive Mr. Fitzpatrick's group. My 
staff stands ready to work out the necessary details.
